On Monday, February 5th, applications will be taken at 
the Senior Citizen's Center at Ausagra Acres between 9:00 
and 11:00 am.; on Tuesday, the 6th, al South Branch 
Township Hall, from 1:00 to 3:00 p.m.; on Wednesday, 
February 7th, at Frederic Township Hall from 14:00 to 3:00; on 
Thursday, February 8th, at Lovells Township Hall, from 1:00 
to 3:00; and on Friday, the 9th, at Beaver Creek Township 
Hail from 1:00 to 3:00. - 
Written veritication must be provided for all income and 
resources, when applying for food stamps. Take along youe 
check stubs or statement of earnings; Social Security check 
(or bank receipt for same), pension, Unemployment Comp- 


-. engsation, VA benefits, support or alimony, income from rent 
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or roomers, interest, dividends, and proof of all other 
income. You should also take along. any bank books, 
including checking and credit union statements. Also 
needed is verification of any property you own, {not 
including your home), but including vehicles, livestock, 
campers, boats, etc. 

Because allowances can be made for some expenses, 
you should also take your. utility receipts and your medical,

Even in 
America the General Court of 
Salem In 1644 enacted a statute 
which threatened banishment 
from the Colony for any person 
opposed to baptism of infants, 
attempted influence of others 
on the issue or leaving the 
congregation during the mini- 
stration of infant baptism.

Just as Baptists oppose abor- 
tion because it violates the 
dahts of an unborn baby, we 
also oppose the violation of 
soul-liberty by infant baptism 
and church membership. Noone 
is baptized in the Bible except 
believers in Jesus Christ. Ba- 
bies cannot be believers untit 
they reach the age of accounta- 
bility. Noone has the right to 
determine the eternal destiny of 
another person. There is not a 
single scripture which teaches 
Infant Baptism. There is not a 
single illustration of infant 
Baptism in the Bible. We 
believe all babies who die are 
saved, but none by _ infant 
Baptism. 

Even Theologians who pro- 
mote Infant Baptism, often feel 
forced to’‘name Baptist and their 
position before presenting the 
opposing view. For example, 
“Baptist deny the right of infant 
baptism, since children cannot 
exercise faith, and since the 
New Testament contains no 
command to baptize children 
and does not record a single 
instance of such baptism. Yet 
this Goes not prove it unbibli- 
cal.” - Louis Berkof, “A Sum- 
mary of Christian Doctrine.” 2. 
The Proper Subjects of Bap- 
tism. b. Infant baptism, page 
158. From the above beginning. 
the author moved to a series of 
considerations known as Cove- 
nant Theology. We Baptist have 
tejected any interpretation of 
ihe Bible which builds positive 
doctrine upon absence of truth 
or Biblical silence.

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Rural Letter Carriers to Serve 
More Homes Than Ever in ‘79 


Rural letter carriers, who 
go to great lengths for their 
customers, wiil bring mail to 
more homes than ever before 
in 1979. Postmaster Baker 
noted today. 

“H's quite likely that many 
of us received mail during 
the recent holidays bearing a 
special cancellation that 
read: ‘Rural Letter Carriers, 
Serving America’,” he said. 
“And you may see the 
imprint on some of your mail 
for a jew days into tne new 
year.” 

The cancellations were 
part of a tribute to the Na- 
tionat Rural Letter Carriers 
Association, which has been 
in existence for 75 years. 

“The number of Americans 
who receive their mail on 
rural routes today totals 
ahaut 14.3 million families. 
Each day, more than 30,000 
full-time rural carriers travel 
some 2.2 million miles — 
roughly equivalent to four 
round trips to the moon — 
delivering letters, packages, 
catalogs and other materials 
to the nation’s rural resi- 
dents,” Postmaster Baker 
said. P 

Locally, about 2400 fami- 
lies are served by 5 rural 
routes. 

Mr. Baker noted that rural 
delivery was first officially 
suggested by Postmaster 
General John Wannamaker 
in his annual report for fiscal 
year 1891. The first bill to 
authorize rural delivery was 
introduced in Congress by 
Rep. James O'Donnell of 
Michigan on January 5, 
4892, but the $6 million 
appropriation request failed 
tO pass. 

More than a year later, 
Rep. Thomas E. Watson of 
Georgia managed to get a 
$10,000 appropriation mea-

His successor, 
William S. Bissell, did not

' wasn’t until October 1, 
1896. that Postmaster Gen- 
erat William L. Wilson used a 
$40,000 appropriation set 
aside by Congress to begin 
an experiment with rural de- 
livery service in his home 
state of West Virginia. It 
begaii with five rouies, three 
out of Charles Town, a 
fourth from Hailtown and a 
fifth out of Uvilla. 

On December 20, 1899, 
Carroll County, Md., became 
the first county in the nation 
to be served by rural deli- 
very. 

Congress continued to 
appropriate funds for the 
service on an “experimental” 
basis until 1902, when an ap- 
propriation act made it per- 
manent as of July 1. 

After this, rural service 
spread like wildfire. It went 
from 82 routes in 1897 to 
more than 8,000 in 1902. And 
it was up to 15,000 in 1903, 
when the National Rural 
Letter Carriers Association 
heid its first annual meeting 
in Chicago. 

The number of rural routes 
peaked at more than 45,000 
in 1926. But the total number 
of miles served that year — 
1.2 million — was only about 
half the number travelled by 
tural carriers today, even 
though the actual number of 
routes has been reduced by 
about 13,000. 

“The growth of rural ser- 
vice has been credited with 
both helping to develop the 
nation’s highway system and, 
adding new business oppor- 
tunities for those with goods 
and services to sell by mail,” 
Postmaster Baker said. 

“While providing those 
services, rural carriers have 
developed a sense of respon- 
sibility ‘for.theike«customers

The largest creature ever 
to inhabit the earth was not 
— as many people suppose — 
the dinosaur or some other 
now-extinct prehistoric beast. 

The biggest animal that 
ever lived is still alive and 
swimming in our oceans, 
according to International 
Wildlife magazine. Jt is the 
blue whale, which grows to a 
length of 100 feet and may 
weigh as much as 300,000 
pounds, 

An endangered species, the 
blue’s world population is 
now estimated at less than 
8,000. At birth, the calf is an 
astounding 24 feet long. It 
drinks 100 gallons of milk a 
day from a “straw” that con- 
necis to iis mother and can 
gain as much as 200 pounds a 
day. 

Like all whales an air- 
breathing mammal, “the blue 
is so monumental 2 creature 
that words alone cannot ade- 
quately describe it,” the Na- 
tional Wildlife Federation 
magazine found, and so it 
commissioned a California 
artist and whale expert, Larry 

Foster, to paint a big blue, 
nursing her calf, and 1} other 
species of whales doing the 
“amazing things whales do.” 

Among the whales and the 
strange whale customs cover- 
ed by Foster’s report: 


Byrde’s whale. Found ex- 
clusively in tropic seas, the 
Byrde’s whale is fond of leap- 
ing entirely out of the water 
— a neat trick for a 40-foot 
creature that can weigh 32 
tons. “Breaching,” as this he- 
havior is called, may be a 
form of communication, 
since the crash of the animal’s 
fall back into the ocean can 
be heard for miles. 

Sei whale. For short 
sprints the sei is the fastest 
swimmer of all whales.

The killer whale 
often toys with its prey be- 
fore eating it, sometimes flip- 
Ping its food 30 feet into the 
air in a convincing display of 
power,

ized in Melville’s Moby Dick, 
the sperm whale’s peculiar 
shape gives: it an awesome 
appearance. A 60-foot long 
sperm whale has a huge head 
that accounts for one-third of 
its body.length.
